Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Schwartz argued that the Grimes et al reference fails to suggest 
modifying the shape of the contact plate thereof to rectangular, since the reference uses the plate in a rotary system 
wherein the use of a rectangular plate would reduce the surface area of the plate relative to a circular plate. I 
maintained the position that the claims of the instant application are directed to "a plate" with ribs and is not directed to 
a plate in combination with a contact apparatus, or to a stationary plate in particular. I also pointed out that based upon 
the current state of the instant claims, one having ordinary skill in the art would look to the ribbed plate, as shown by 
Figure 6 of the reference, and would in view of the ordinary level of skill in the art be inclined to adjust the shape of the 
plate based upon the desired location and orientation of its intended use.. 
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
